Federal law requires the CTA to designate 
some seats for the elderly and riders with 
disabilities. On its buses and trains, the CTA 
denotes these seats with stickers. There also 
are announcements on the bus outlining who 
belongs in priority seating. 

The announcements are where things get 
dicey The longtime bus announcements men- 
tion that priority seating is intended for the 
elderly, riders with disabilities and expect- 
ant mothers. But the signs on the buses and 
trains don’t include expectant mothers in the 
priority seating group. 

This difference maybe sending mixed mes- 
sages as to who belongs in priority seating. 
This campaign may force the CTA to better 
outline its priority seating policies. 

The CTA also doesn’t always have signs on 
its buses and trains about strollers. According

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To the Electors of the State of Illinois: 

The purpose of a state constitution is to establish a structure for government and laws. The Illinois Constitution provides citizens with rights and protections; creates the executive, judicial, and legislative branches of 
government; clarifies the powers given to local governments; limits the taxing power of the State; and imposes certain restrictions on the use of taxpayer dollars. There are three ways to initiate change to the Illinois 
Constitution: (1) a constitutional convention may propose changes to any part; (2) the General Assembly may propose changes to any part; or (3) the people of the State by referendum may propose changes to the Legislative 
Article. Regardless of the method of initiating change, the people of Illinois must approve any changes of the Constitution before they become effective. 

The proposed amendment adds Section 5.1 to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for 
public employees and officials. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE XIII OF THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION 

Section 5.1 — Pension and Retirement Benefit Increases 

(a) No bill, except a bill for appropriations, that provides a benefit increase under any pension or retirement system of the State, any unit of local government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof, shall 
become law without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly. If the Governor vetoes such a bill by returning it with objections to the house in which it originated, the 
provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the passage of that bill except that such bill shall not become law unless, upon its return, it is passed by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house 
of the General Assembly. If the Governor returns such a bill with specific recommendations for change to the house in which it originated, the provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the acceptance of those 
specific recommendations except that such recommendations may be accepted only by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly, regardless of the bill’s date of passage 
or effective date. 


For purposes of this subsection, the term “benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement to a benefit, 
including, but not limited to, any changes that (i) increase the amount of the pension or annuity that a member could receive upon retirement, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or 
conditions a member must meet to receive a pension or annuity upon retirement. The term “benefit increase” also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class of persons who may become a 
member of any pension or retirement system or who may receive a pension or annuity from a pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, shall not constitute a “benefit increase” unless 
that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(b) No ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any unit of local government or school district that provides an emolument increase to an 
official or employee that has the effect of increasing the amount of the pension or annuity that an official or employee could receive as a member of a pension or retirement system shall be valid without the concurrence 
of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For purposes of this subsection, the term “emolument increase” means the creation of a new or enhancement of an existing advantage, profit or gain that an official 
or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, including, but not limited to, compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, 
shall not constitute an “emolument increase” unless that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(c) No action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any pension or retirement system created or maintained for the benefit of officers or employees of the State, any unit of local 
government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof that results in a beneficial determination shall be valid without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For the 
purposes of this subsection, the term “beneficial determination” means an interpretation or application of pension or other law by the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, that reverses or 
supersedes a previous interpretation or application and either (i) results in an increase in the amount of the pension or annuity received by a member of the pension or retirement system or (ii) results in a person becoming 
eligible to receive a pension or annuity from the pension or retirement system. The term “beneficial determination” shall not include a beneficial determination mandated by a final decision of a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(d) Nothing in this Section shall prevent the passage or adoption of any law, ordinance, resolution, rule, policy, or practice that further restricts the ability to provide a “benefit increase”, “emolument increase”, or “beneficial 
determination” as those terms are used under this Section. 

EXPLANATION 

The proposed amendment adds a section to the Illinois Constitution requiring a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials. 

The proposed amendment requires a three-fifths vote of each chamber of the General Assembly (the Senate and the House of Representatives) for a bill that provides a pension benefit increase, except for appropriation bills. 
“Benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement, including any changes that (i) increase the amount of 
a member’s pension, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or conditions a member must meet to receive a pension. It also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class 
of persons who may become members of any pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, does not constitute a “benefit increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment would also require a two-thirds vote for lawmakers to override a governor’s veto or accept a governor’s proposed changes in a rewrite of pension increase legislation. Currently, it takes a three-fifths 
vote to override a veto and only a simple majority to accept a governor’s changes. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a unit of local government or school district for any ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action that provides an 
enhancement or emolument increase to an employee or officer that has the effect of increasing the pension of that employee or officer. “Emolument increase” means the creation of a new, or enhancement of an existing, 
advantage, profit, or gain that an official or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, which includes compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or 
wage level, by itself, does not constitute an “emolument increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a pension or retirement system for any action that results in a “beneficial determination.” A “beneficial determination” is 
an interpretation or application of law that reverses or supersedes a previous decision if that interpretation or application (i) results in an increase in the overall amount of pension benefits received by a member or (ii) results 
in a person becoming eligible to receive a pension. “Beneficial determination” does not include a final decision mandated by the courts. 

Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “YES” on the 
question. Three-fifths of those voting on the question, or a majority of those voting in the election, must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective. Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should not 
be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “NO” on the question. 

FORM OF BALLOT 

Proposed Amendment to the 1970 Illinois Constitution 

Explanation of Amendment 

Upon approval by the voters, the proposed amendment, which takes effect on January 9, 2013, adds a new section to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths 
majority vote of each chamber of the General Assembly, or the governing body of a unit of local government, school district, or pension or retirement system, in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or 
retirement system. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 


If you believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “YES” on the question. If you 
believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “NO” on the question. Three-fifths 
of those voting on the question or a majority of those voting in the election must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective on January 9, 2013.

Pizza Hut campaign 
siiced from debate 


Appropriate topics to broach during a 
live, televised presidential debate: The 
economy: The jobs situation. Pizza 
toppings? Not so much. 

Pizza Hut has canned its roundly 
panned stunt to get the question “sau- 
sage or pepperoni?” asked during Tues- 
day’s town hall-style event. Instead, 
the company now plans to run the pro- 
motion online. 

Last week, the pizza pie purveyor 
told customers that it would give 
away free pizzas for life— one large 
pie weekly for 30 years— or $15,600 
to anyone brave (or dumb) enough to 
ask President Obama or Mitt Romney 
their choice of meat during their town 
hall-style debate Tuesday in NewTbrk. 

Though the publicity ploy got Pizza 
Hut plenty of attention, most of it was 
negative. On his show, Stephen Col- 
bert sneered: “What could be more 
American than using our electoral pro- 
cess for product placement?” 

On Twitter, users slammed the com- 
pany for “hijacking a presidential de-

bate for marketing,” calling the effort 
“silly” and “guerrilla marketing gone 
awful.” Some said it was a sure sign that 
the U.S. was becoming an “idiocracy” 
In a backtracking statement, the 
company wrote that its “Pizza Party” 
effort was “originally intended for the 


candidates” but “will now instead be 
open to the public and asked online.”

No word on 
whether the offer will be extended 
again if someone asks the question at 
the debate anyway

For whatever reason, 
the American hip- 
hop community has 
never really taken to 
K’naan, the Somali- 
Canadian rapper 
whose first two 
albums delivered fre- 
quently riveting de- 
scriptions of growing 
up in Mogadishu and 
moving to Toronto. 

Not that the absence of American support 
has turned out to be a problem for K’naan. 
His song “Waving Flag” was chosen by 
Coca-Cola as its 2010 World Cup anthem 
and became a massive international hit. Even 
Mitt Romney who probably has never will- 
ingly listened to a rap song in his life, picked 
it up to use for his campaign. 

K’naan quickly asked him to stop. 

Unsurprisingly, K’naan’s latest album, 
“Country, God or the Girl,” is a turn toward 
broad-strokes global pop. Bono even makes 
an appearance. K’naan’s always had an incli- 
nation for cheesy pop touches and bad guitar

parts, and stepping into the role of interna- 
tional pop star unfortunately enables these 
tendencies. “Y’all know my war story/I won’t 
repeat it,” he explains on the most straight- 
forward rap track, the highlight “Nothing to 
Lose” featuring Nas. 

Instead K’naan spends his time discuss- 
ing heartbreak (since his last album, K’naan 
got divorced) and growing older, shoehorn- 
ing these topics into a series of attempts to 
remake “Waving Flag. ’’The result, oddly 
enough for pop music, manages to be less fun 
than an album about war-torn Somalia. 

The great thing about past K’naan releases 
was his ability to playfully tap into political 
topics and offer an internationally minded 
perspective without seeming preachy With a 
few exceptions (“Shout out anybody named 
Mohammed/cause no lie I know about a 
hundred”), his broad focus here offers little 
to latch onto.

You have to wonder 
if Ben Gibbard ever 
feels at all resent- 
ful. His two widely 
celebrated bands, 
Death Cab for Cutie 
and the one-off 
collaboration Postal 
Service, helped pave 
the way for indie-in- 
debted acts like fun. 
and Owl City that 
have topped the charts recently His former 
wife, Zooey Deschanel, now is a household 
name with her TV show “New Girl,” symbol- 
izing the kind of hip/awkward sensibility that 
Death Cab made cool. Meanwhile on his new 
solo album, “Former Lives,” here’s Gibbard, 
playing a bunch of songs that supposedly 
didn’t fit on previous group albums and may 
or may not be about his divorce, for an audi- 
ence that presumably is much smaller than 
the one watching Fox on Tuesday nights. 

It might be depressing if the sort of sad- 
sack musings on loneliness that fill “Former 
Lives” weren’t in his wheelhouse. But this 
type of stuff— we’re talking songs about star-

ing out rain-streaked windows (on “Teardrop 
Windows”)— helped Death Cab and Postal 
Service swell to some great heights. 

“Former Lives” especially offers some 
echoes of early Death Cab. Songs like “Big- 
ger than Love,” which draws on the story 
of Zelda and F Scott Fitzgerald, mine the 
confused, frustrated relationship dynamics 
that Gibbard used to routinely explore, while 
understated highlight “Lily” explores the 
same turf as Death Cab fan favorite “I Will 
Follow Y)u Into the Dark.” 

It’s certainly possible to come at these songs 
looking for gossip mag insights, but it’s really a 
more broadly reflective album than a specific 
relationship portrait. It’s not going to win 
many fans who don’t already enjoy the kind 
of calm, mopey ground covered by Gibbard’s 
other bands. Y)u can see why any of these 
songs that were Death Cab outtakes might 
have been outtakes. Still, it’s a solid statement 
from a guy who stiU has plenty to say
